In 196, when the 
hurry and worry has been succeeded by 
a drop back into the ruts of routine iife, 
only 16.9 children are born to each thou- 
sand, 

Counting five to a family each thou- 
sand of population means 200 homes. 
According to the latest figures of the 
Health Department, less than one In 12 
of these homes have been visited by a 
“little stranger’ this year. 

In It Water or Beer? 

Basing an estimate on the nine months 
that have passed, the totai number of 
births will fall below 11,850, and if the 
city has a population of 700,000 by the 
end of the year, as many say it has now, 
the situation is more than alarming. It 
is acute. 

What can be the reason for this ap- 
palling decrease? Is it in the air, water, 
geographical situation of the city; is it 
because the Inhabitants drink too much 
beer, is it in their way of living, or be- 
cause there is not sufficient room left 
in the city in which bables might be 
born? 

Such is the compound question that 
has beer! put before those who ought to 
know and answers as varied the 
parts of the question have been ob- 
tained. Health authorities, the Weath- 
er Bureau, the guardians of the city 
water brewers, tho building commis- 
sioner and many physicians have giv- 
en replies, ecxonerating their own de- 
partment.and laying the blame 
where. 

Only two large cities in the United 
States are in worse predicament than 
St. Louis—San Francisco and Chicago, 
each with a birth-rate of 14 a thousand. 
Other cities far less agreeable to live in 
are far ahead of St. Louls so far as 
babies are concerned. Philadelphia, 
with a birth rate of 22, and New York 
with a rate of 26, are most noteworthy, 
while foreign cities such as Glasgow, 
Liverpool and Madras have 22 or 33 
babies born to each thousand population 
every year.

“Failure in the baby crop cannot be 
laid at the Weather Bureau's door,” 
said an official of the bureau.

executive clemency, Andrew J. White, 
20 years old, entered the Tennessee pris- 


on almost one-quarter of a century agu, 


with a life sentence for murder and a 
term of 16 years for theft hanging over 
his head. Now he is a free man, after 
having served longer in the penitentiary 
than any other prisoner. 

White has been in the penitentlary 
longer than any other white prisoner 
now confined, and if he lives until 
Thursday he will be a free man. 

White’s term was commuted to 3 
years by Gov. James B. Frazier, and 
for the entire time that he has been 
in prison he has received: the benefit of 
the allowance of time for good behay- 
ior.. The good time allowance on a 
term of 35 years reduces the term to 24 
years, and White will have completed 
4% years in prison on next Thursday. 

There is perhaps on record nowhere 
& more striking illustration of the say- 
ing that as “long as there is life there 
is hope,’’ and that good behavior will 
Stand in good stead even the condemned 
felon, in whose future there appears 
to be no hope.

Oct. 7.—The 
sensational) disclosure of an ill-fated 
convict named Frank Davis. a negro of 
Covington County, serving three years 


in the penitentiary, was made when 
Governor Jelks, on looking into the pa- 
pers of the case, readily issued a par- 
don for.sthe apparently innocent negro. 

Davis’ conviction seems to be a sad 
commentary on the process of justice. 
He is admitted to be innocent on al- 
most every side. Yet with stoic submis- 
sion he has labored incessantly for the 
State the last three years. He was 
convicted in. the spring term of the 
1902 Circuit Court of Covington County 
at Andalusia. The indictment that 
sent him to the penitentiary for a pe- 
riod of 12 years was for murder in the 
second degree. Searching all the evi- 
dence presented to his mind in the file 
papers of Davis’ case, the governor was 
surprises and sorrowed to find that’ 
everything and every circumstance 
pamses to the irreparable career of an 

nocent man being severely punished. 

“I cannot repair the injury, if any, 
which has been done,” says the en- 
dorsement of the governor in the case. 

“I can turn him out, and I can express 
the hope that the comfort and peace of 
the after years of his life may in some 
measure repay him for the undeserved, 
if undeserved, punishment.”

THE PRESIDENT ON HIS TRAVELS 

President Roosevelt’s itinerary for Dis southern 
trip includes a little sail beyond the jurisdiction 
of the United States in the Gulf of Mexico. There- 
fore the notion that there is a constitutional pro- 
hibition against a president’s journey across the 
frontier comes to the front. It never dies; it cannot 
be killed. 

In 1875 the House of Representatives, full of con- 
stitutional zeal, addressed an inquiry to President

dent been beyond the frontier? 
days have you been absent from the capital? 

Politely, but firmly, Gen. Grant told the repre- 
sentatives that it was none of their business. With 
this proviso he answered their questions in a state 
paper which is a masterpiece of humor and detailed 
information. ' 

He told them that the constitution did not forbid 
him to go out of the country and that Congress 
had no constitutional authority to forbid such a 
journey. Moreover, it might become necessary for 
him to cross the frontier, should he take the field 
in war as commander-in-chief of the army. 

Then he told them he had been absent from the 
capital quite a few days. But instead of expressing 
regret and promising to stay at home in future he 
gave an account of the vacations enjoyed by other 
presidents. Adams and Jefferson were great offend- 
ors in this respect, a large portion of their time 
having been spent in Quincy and Monticello. 

Of course, the questions were purely and pettily 
partisan, and the rebuke was well deserved. Since 
that day the House of Representatives has been 
keenly aware that the President may go out of the 
country and need not stay in the capital every day. 
But the popular notion survives and probably will 
never die out.

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DURABLE SATISFACTION. 

President Eliot of Harvard College addressed the 
freshmen the other day on “Sources of Durable Sat- 
isfaction of Life.” Among other gems of wisdom, 
he offered this: 

“There are two things an honorable man won't 
do, can’t do. He will never wrong or degrade a 
woman. He will never oppress or cheat a person 
weaker or poorer. He is honest, sincere, candid, 
generous.” 

An honorable man never wrongs a woman. When 
& man not honorable wrong’ her, he cuts himself off 
from one of the durable satisfactions of life and 
generally gets into a sea of trouble. This is ecur- 
rent commonplace. 

That an honorable man will not cheat or oppress 
the weak and helpless goes without saying. But it 
is unfortunate that Dr. Eliot did not tell the young 
men how to deal with men, not honorable, who are 
guilty of such sins. 

The honorable man is not entitled to any sym- 
pathy, nor do they need any maxims. But it is 
@ grave question what to do with men not honora- 
ble; especially when they are backed by money and 

 tnfluence. The question is acute in New York and 
St. Louis. What is the best way to deprive them 
the durable satisfaction which they have for- 


feited?

_ e himeelf thinks that the antics of frenzied 
oe ers have had much to do with exciting 
this hatred and so tries to save himself from the 
th of exaggeration. But not even this saving 

ause helps him greatly. 
“Tt is safe to say that there is no popular disuke 
Mf fich men, os such, in this country, Americans 
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are not fools. They are not led by the nose by vul- 
gar demagogues. They are plain, clear headed, sen- 
sible people, strong, but self-controlled, and they 
never let their passions run away with them. 

There is a widespread prejudice even to savagery 
against frenzied freebooters who corrupt legisla- 
tures, wreck railroads and plunder life insurance 
treasuries. But he is a bold man, a foolhardy man, 
who reasons that all rich men: are freebooters of 
this stripe or attributes this absurd confusion to 
the popular mind. 

Crazy demagogues are expected to talk at ran- 
dom and pour out furious invective. But men 
who occupy places of influence should respect the 
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The power of publicity was never so well exem- 
plified as in President Roosevelt’s order to At- 
torney-General Moody to attack the St, Louis 
bridge and terminal combine. This order is the direct 
result of the persistent hammering of the Post-Dis- 
patch in and out of season to arouse St. Loujs to a 
sense of the wrong inflicted upon the city by the 
monopoly and to revolt and arouse State and Fed- 
eral officials to a sense of their duty.

is 17 against 25 eleven years ago. 
Chicago and San Francisco is 14. 
One of the astonishing revelations of the compara- 
tive statistics published in today’s Post-Dispatch is 
the evidence that the larger Eastern and European 
cities exceed St. Louis in the rate of births. Crowded 
New York has a rate of 26 per thousand; Philadel- 
phia has a rate of 22. In Europe, whence we hear 
so much of race suicide, the birth rate of the cities 
far exceeds that of the cities of America. In Liver- 
pool it is 33 per thousand; in Glasgow, 32; Vienna 
and St. Petersburg, 29; Berlin, 25. Even Paris shows 
an encouraging rate of 20. 

What is the cause of it? 

St. Louis 
differs from nearly all of the cities named in the 
number of its homes and in its comfortable, pleas- 
ant home life. The population of this city is not 
crowded, but is spread out into the suburbs.

WHAT THE LAW ALLOWS. 

Dr. D. K. Pearsons of Chicago is a humorist as well 
as a philanthropist. At least he believes in getting 
all possible enjoyment out of philanthropy, and 
humor is one of his means of enjoyment. 

In connection with his gift of $50,000 to the Amer- 
ican Board of Foreign Missions for Anatolia College 
in Turkey, he explained that he got the money by 
“rigid economy and sharp bargaining.”

OUR FUTURE ELECTRIC CITIES. 

A Pproject.is on foot for the creation of a smoke- 
less Pittsburg by the establishment of a central 
plant.. about 30 miles from the city, to supply elec- 
tric power not only to the steel metropolis, but to all 
the towns of Western Pennsylvania and TBastern 
Ohw. It is estimated that this can be done for about 
half the cost of the present methods. Whether this 
particular plan succeeds or not, it is certain that 
Sooner or later Pittsburg and all other cities will be 
relieved of the smoke nuisance by the generation of 
their power outside. Wherever there is a coal mine 
there is the equivalent of a Niagara Falls, from 
which energy may be transmitted in a cheap and 
cleanly form through all the surrounding country. 
The dirty and wasteful plan of loading coal on cars, 
hauling it long distances, and then unloading it into 
Wagons which are driven to hundreds of separate 
furnaces, will give way to the economical, neat and 


convenient method of burning the coal, including the , 


dust that is now thrown away, at the pit’s mouth, 


and distributing its energy over clean electric wires. |

TO SAVE NIAGARA. 


The Technical World for October prints an article’ 


by Mr. Aiton D. Adams, in which he proposes a plan 
for developing electrical power at Niagara Falls 
which, he says, will not injure the scenery of the 
cataract. He belie@es that the river can be tapped 
to almost any extent and the falls at the same time 
Briefly, he would dam the river at a 
distance below the falls. where the water could be 
impounded and made to serve industrial purposes 
quite as effectually as above the falls. The river 
flows for about seven miles through a gorge 400 feet 
wide that is walled in by rock to a height of 200 or 
300 feet. and in that distance the fall is about 100 
feet. Mr. Adams would build a dam at the end 
of the escarpment, near the town of Lewiston, and 
holds thet a dam 1000 feet long would raise the water 
level these 100-feet without changing the elevation 
of the pool at the foot of the cataract. This arti- 
ficial basin would carry the water of beth the 
American and Canadian falls and supply a permanent 
of 1,500,000 horsepower.

SAFETY APPLIANCE FOR THEATERS. 

A novel method of rescuing the audience of a the- 
ater in case of fire has been invented by Mr. Mauss- 
hardt of Germany, who has recently made an experi- 
ment which is stated to have been successful. Put 
briefly, the principle of his invention is the removal 
of tye pit, en bloc, with the boxes attached to it, as 
well as the partition walls, into the street, by means 
of rollers underneath the floor running over a track 
of rails continued to a suitable length outside the 
theater, the scheme also allowing for the simultaneous 
rescue of the people in the balconies abowe by exits 
through specially constructed ‘‘window doors,” 
opened automatically all at once, or by hand, which 
lead on to suspended galleries lowered to the street 
by the same mechanism actuating the movable pit. 
The inventor, by these means, aims at emptying the 
theater from pit to gallery within 30 seconds, whether 
the audience number twenty or two thousand. The 
&a'leries of each balcony are described @s being sus- 
pended on hinges from heavy outriggers, which act 
a3 powerful single-arm levers, and turn round pivots 
fixed below the first balcony. On betng lowered, all 
the outriggers and the suspended galleries (three are 
named) move to the side, and descend to the level of 
the street. The outriggers are fixed at their upper 
ends to wire ropes, which run over a pulley on the 
roof through the lateral walls to the ground floor, 
where they are wound on rollers fixed rigidly to the 
side walls As the outriggers descend a transversal 
shaft fs actuated through a conical-toothed gearing 
and the racks fitted beneath the pit as well as the 
pit itself, which runs on rails, are set in motion. 
The gearing is so actuated that at the moment the 
outrigger galleries touch the street the whole pit has 
been roimoved from the theater building. The ap- 
paratus is designed to be operated from the inclosed 
cabin,-cither by means of a motor or by hand through 
a crank, on a fire signal being sent. Provision for 
the rescue of people who do not escape by this ope- 
ration is provided by stationary running galleries

Under the guise of a contract to 
buy or sell one of the commodities, the proprietor of a shop will wager 
any comer that the price will advance before it declines, or will decline 
before it advances to a certain named point. Neither party ‘buys’ any- 
thing. Neither party ‘sells’ anything. Neither party intends either to 
buy or sell one ofthese commodities, of the wager hangs upon a quota- 
tion which is made by men engaged in actual trade, perhaps, 500 or 
1000 miles distant, with which the bettors have nothing to do.”—From 
the arraignment of bucketshops made before a Missouri Legislative 
committee by C. C. Christie, now president of the National Board of

Mr. Hill tells the story 
discovered the manner. 

It was observed that a@ man with a 
telephone receiver on his head sat con- 
stantly in an inner room of the C hristie 
offices. The telephone was the clew. 
A wire from this room was traced by 
an expert lineman in Mr. Hills em- 
ploy. It wandered tortuously, but was 
followed to its end in the office of Har- 
ris, Gates & Co. Mr. Hill had it tapped 
and led to a telephone established in 
a nearby building. There he heard the 
ticking of telegraph instruments in the 
Harris, Gates & Co. offices and also the 
conversations. 

At the place where the 
the brokers’ office there was a 
board. This was torn away and 
hind it were found two telephone trans- 
mitters “of a delicate pattern and for- 
eign make” connected with the pirate 
wire. These were torn out, but Christie 
& Co. continued to do business until 
Mr. Hill “dug out two more transmit- 
ters hidden in the tiles of which a par- 
tition was built ir the office of another 
broker within 0 feet of where the first 
two transmitters were found. 

‘The four instruments are in my. vault 
today,”’ says Mr. Hill. “Both brokers 
were innocent of any complicity in this 

rascally scheme, but two employes ol 
the building lost their positions in dis- 
grace.”’ Seto 

The method now being followed 
Christie and his friends, who have or- 
ganized the National Board of Trade in 
Kansas City, was tried bs William 
Rodman Hennig in Chicago in 1596-95 
He was a bucketshop keeper, and when 
981 persons were indicted in 1896 for 
keeping bucketshops, Hennig organized 
the Consolidated Produce and Stock 
Exchange, a pretended rival of the ex- 
isting exchanges, which was to serve as 
a bucketshop clearing house and give 
an air of reality to hucketshop gam- 
bling. If December, 18398, Hennig and 
his partners pleaded guilty to fraudu- 
lently using the mails and ended their 

career. Mr. Hill tells the story in ex- 
tenso.

He replied, ‘‘What will they do to me if I tell you the 


truth?’’ 


I said to him, ‘‘Do not fear; they will not hurt you 


now. 


He said, ‘‘Yes, I killed him. I was so close that the 


powder burnt his face.’’ 


I then asked him if he killed Tom Custer. 


‘‘No,’ I did not see him.’’ 


I asked him if he cut either of them. 
He said, ‘‘No, I did not have time. I was busy killing, 


and, when we had. killed all, we ran awry.”’ 
The right name of Rain-in-the-Face was Chase-the- 


Enemy. In childhood, he had

Over half, and 
nearly three-fourths of the present population of 
the county would without doubt be taken into the 
city by such an extension of its boundaries. 


After this has been considered, it remains to 
look at the city and county of St. Louis as a whole 
and see what would result to it from this arrange- 
ment or any improvement on it which could be de- 
vised to include in Greater St. Louis only that part 
of the County of St. Louis into which the city has 
already advanced the lines of its suburban growth. 

Beginning on the north, a part of St. Louis County 
in St. Ferdinand Township would be cut off wholly 
by the lines of the Government map from a part of 
the county lying in Carondelet Township on the 
south. To make boundaries taking in Ferguson and 
Florissant on the north and Kirkwood with its 
western addition on the west, St. Louis would be 
obliged to interpose its whole length between sec- 
tions of the county detached from each other on the 
north and south. On the north what was left of St. 
Ferdinand Township would be cut off from St. 
Charles County by the Missouri River, so that its 
future would necessarily lie with that of St. Louis. 
In Meramec and Bonhomme townships there would 
be left out another section, almost detached, with 
St. Louis lines of growth leading into it over such 
highways as the Manchester road, the Clayton road 
and the Olive street road, so that when the Man- 
chester trolley line and other lines west from cen- 
tral St. Louis are completed, the suburban towns 
they develop from the rural villages of the present 
would still be outside the limits of Greater St. 
Louis. 

The final consideration, after all other plans have 
been fully discussed, with their advantages and 
disadvantages, is that of historic “St. Louis city 
and county” reunited as they were united before 
the act of separation, passed at the instance of St. 
Louis by the State Legislature, in 1875.

As an alternative for any other extension of the 
present city limits which can be devised, the final re- 
union of city and county under the common name 
of St. Louis, which denotes their common historic 
past, will always present itself for consideration. 
The boundaries marked by nature for “St. Louis 
city and county,” as they were before the separation 
and as they exist separately, were the Missouri, the 
Mississippi and the Meramec rivers, which come 
so nearly enclosing the future of Greater St. Louis 
that it is almost impossible to consider the future 
of St. Louis City without the county or the future 
of St. Louis County without the city.

HE growth of the school population of St. 
Louis County from 14,600 in 1900 to 18,610

As an average for the increase of the whole popula- 
tion of the county, it would give 64,051 as the pres- 
ent total population of the county.

borne well in mind, how- 

! ever, that evening dress 

is not the thing for women at any perform. 

ance. One so arrayed would show a dis- 
tressing lack of taste. 

In contrast to last year, colors will be gen- 
erally worn at this season’s show. There 
will be no bright or brilliant hues—they are 
never correct at the Horse Show—but pinks, 
pale blues, lavenders—these will be the fa- 
vorites. Many women are ordering four 
and five hats this year who had but one be- 
fore. 

The hats are elegant and expensive. Jew- 
elry is always appropriate and will be dis- 
played at the St. Louis Horse Show this year 
to an exceptional extent. 

Men who have perfect taste will wear 
silk hat, white gloves, white tie, dress coat 
and patent leather shoes. This dress is by 
no means an absolute necessity to the man 
who would attend the Horse Show. how- 
ever—not by any means. Hundreds upon 
hundreds will be there who are not so 
attired. There will be no absurd infringe- 
ment of society’s rules in a gentleman ap- 
pearing in tuxedo or other dress, like 
there would be, for instance, in a woman 
appearing in evening dress. 

Only men who desire to reach the 
height of dress demands will wear the full 
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evening suit. Lf you cannot be one of these 
don’t feel that you should stay away. You 
will have more company than will the 
man who comes arrayed as the lily. 

The girl or woman who eannot afford a 
highly expensive gown need have no fear for 
her prestige at the Horse Show. She certain- 
ly should come dressed as nicely as possible, 
and in taste, but it is a noticeable fact that 
the wealthiest are not always the _ best 
dressed or the people who appear best, and 
tliis generality applies with much force to 
those who attend the Horse Show. Down- 
town we find our St. Louis working girls of 
the better class comparing quite favorably 
with their more fortunate sisters—more for- 
tunate so far as money is concerned—and 
they need not fear, if they exercise the same 
quiet taste in selecting their dress for the 
Horse Show, that they will feel at all out of 
place. 

The Horse Show affords people an oppor- 
tunity to meet for social intercourse and 
sqcial pleasures and it is a fact that need not 
be kept in the background that the specta- 
tors are almost as much the thing as are the 
horses. You will expect to have your share 
of the enjoyment of seeing the harmony of 
perfect colors and styles and you should 
contribute to it by making your own part 
as nearly correct—and as beautifully ecor- 
rect—as possible. There is an_ esthetic 
phase of this subject which need not be 
amplified here further than to say that 
Those Who Understand will catch the senti- 
ment and help to make its perfection worth 
while. So much for the dress. Let me re- 
peat: It should not be neglected. 


Turning now to the subject of what is to 
be seen at the Horse Show—and referring 
now to the equine and not the feminine por- 
tion—however pleasing your anticipatory 
thoughts of the Horse Show may be, you 
will searcely be disappointed at the realiza- 
tion.

No matter what the class we view him in, 
the well-cared for, glossy horse that steps 
hich and holds his head well up, that looks 
at yon with bright, clear, intelligent eye— 
that is the horse’ we love and that is the 
horse of all others that the Horse Show is 
designed for. With those qualifications no 
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entry 1s without hope of success in the prize 
ring, and is certain to receive its share of 
popular approval.

As in dress, it is not always the woman 
with the most money who commands the 
smartest turnout: Often some point of 
harness, livery or equipment may be radical- 
ly wrong—the note may be most discordant.

Various efforts have been made during past years 
to secure relief from the “bridge arbitrary.” One 
was in the building of the Merchants’ 
bridge. But the railroads soon secured control of 
the Merchants’ Bridge—through a piece of legis- 
lative chicanery—and now control both properties. 

As a result of the Post-Dispatch’s fight for a free 
bridge a commission was appointed by the Mayor 
to investigate terminal toll conditions and 
offer remedia] suggestions and legislation. It 
held but one session, and that in secret. A move was 
the Rock Island Railway—at the begin- 
ning of the World’s Fair—to buy the 
Ferry and get into St. Louis without use of the 
bridge. A battle for control of the Wiggins Ferry 
stock followed which sent that stock up. to as high 
as $1500, where its par value was $50 and its mar- 
ket value never above $250. The Rock Island final y 
came in over the bridye, the Terminal Association 
having secured control of the Wiggins Ferry stock.

LONG time ago somebody said St. Louis was a Chinese town, because it was surrounded 
A by a wall which confined its growth and prosperity. It has a corporation; the corporation 

has a franchise that enables it to stop the shipper from the East at the bridge and exact 
heavy tributes before he is permitted to enter the city. London, in olden times, exercised a 
like franchise at Temple Bar. Rivers were thought once to be the handmaidens of commerce, but 
the bridges over the Mississippi at St. Louis make her an inland town. The natural ally is ren 
dered arf unfriendly barrier. East St. Louis is the terminus of many railroads—St. Louis i# 
not on the railway chart. If St. Louis were in Texas the Texans would say “Take the shackles 
off the feet of St. Lohis and turn her loose.” 2 

How shall we turn St. Louis loose? It is proposed that St. Louis have a free railway 
bridge with free terminals of her own, and it is argued that this will bring about a competition 
resulting in immediate relief. Suppose the Federal Government should construct and main- 
tain a free railway from St. Louis to New York—what a boon that would be for the railroadse— 
what pleasure we who don’t own railroads would have in watching other people’s cars pass 
by on our highway. Our free railroad bridge would be for the use of railroads. St. Louis 
isn’t in the railroad business. That would mean railway approaches for the railway——condem- 
nation of property ‘for that purpose—future relations and possible entangling alliances with the 
present terminal railways on both sides of the river, and a heavy first cost, to say nothing of 
future charges of maintenance, 

St. Louis shippers desire an effective means of evading the toll charged for the use of the 
present bridges. They need some alternative. 
a bridge was built across the Mill Creek Valley. 
on King’s highway. No toll is or will be charged for these bridges—they belong to the peop é. 
Why not bridge the Mississippi? It is just as proper and just as competent a thing to do. 
What kind of a bridge? A free railroad bridge? No, not unless that be the only means of giving 
us an alternative from the present charges.

in St. Louis is a man now almost that age 
who retains all his capacities to a remark- 
able degree. ‘This man credits his longev- 
ity to abstemiousness and proper living, 
and, so far as Prof. Metchnikoff has made 
his theory public, it would seem that such 
proper living, as a means of keeping the 
‘‘old age germs’’ employed otherwise than 
in destroying life cel!s, is directly in line 
with his studies and discoveries. 


ROF. ELIE METCHNIKOFY, one of the leading 
scientists of the Pasteur Institute and o: g 
inator of the theory of fighting germs in vur 

biood which attack and drive out invading bacteria, 
has discovered to his own satisfaction that these 
germs turn, at an advanced stage of a man’s life, 
end attack life itself, thus causing death. 

Death may be avoided, according to Prof. Metchni- 
koff, by a treatment which will drive out these 
germs after they have ceased to accomplish the 
work to which their earlier years were devoted. 
He himself, at 60, is strong and studious and is 
taking each day a preparation of sour milk, which 
contains microles, on the theory that in this he 
has a counteractant of the “old age germ.”

This is particularly true in the four territories of 
the Southwest—Arizona, New Mexico, Indian Terri- 
tory and Oklahoma—and in the latter two especial- 
ly. “A Rough Rider can get anything he wants from 
President Roosevelt by simply asking for it,” is the 
epitome of a general belief among politicians in the 
Southwest.. So when a Rough Rider presents him- 
self and asks for indorsements, he usually gets them 


forthwith.

And if he presents himself to an official and asks 
for a clerkship or a minor appvintment, he usually 
gets that with equal ease, indorsements or no in- 
dorsements. And further, if he does not present 
himself as an applicant for office, he is (quently 
hunted out by the wily politician and urged to it. 

A prominent instance of this method of procedure 
is the ease of Capt. Frank Frantz, agent for the 
Osage Indians in Indian Territory. Capt. Frantz 
eame originally from Prescott, Arizona, joined the 
Rough Rider movement early and was made Captain 
Troop A of the regiment. He was appointed 
Indian Agent. by President Roosevelt when 
the Rough Rider Colonel became the Rough Rider

Another Rough Rider appointee who holds office

Colbert was a private in Troop F of 
the Rough Riders and enlisted with the regiment at 
San Antonio. Usually the office-holding Rough 
Riders are of a higher rank than private. In addi- 
tion to being a Rough Rider, Colbert is a Chickasaw 
Indian. 

Another Oklahoma instance of the willingness of 
politicians and office holders to make a berth for a 
Rough Rider is shown in the appointment of Lon 
Muxlow as Court Crier by Judge Burford. Judge 
Burford is Chief Justice of Oklahoma. His term ex- 
pires shortly and he desires reappointment.
